Police department installs new tools to

City, county law officers 
and emergency personnel 
use GPS tracking system

The West Liberty Police Department 
recently installed two new electronic 
systems to help local law enforcement 
officers and emergency personnel bet- 
ter serve the public through the county’s 
E911 network and GPS tracking.

Drip...Drip...Drip Turns Into 
Flood To Sweep Fletcher 
Out Of Office

Everyone knew this year’s 
gubernatorial election would be 
different than any in recent his- 
tory. 

It marks the first time since 
voters approved governors serv- 
ing two consecutive terms that an 
incumbent governor faces seri- 
ous opposition. (Paul Patton won 
a second term against only token 
Republican opposition in 1999.) 

But no one expected Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher to face serious 
opposition from within his own 
Republican Party. 

That was until the hiring scan- 
dal broke over the Fletcher ad- 
ministration in 2005. Over the 
course of the following months, 
the administration basically fell 
apart as top aides and advisors 
were indicted by a special grand 
jury for abusing the state’s Merit 
System jobs protections, Fletcher 
himself invoked the Fifth 
Amendment before the grand 
jury and then issued a blanket 
pardon for everyone who had 
been indicted or who might be 
indicted in the future. 

Fletcher’s own indictment on 
misdemeanor charges related to 
the hiring scandal was almost 
anti-climatic. His deal with At- 
torney General Greg Stumbo to 
admit wrongdoing in exchange 
for dismissal of the charges may 
have satisfied Fletcher and 
Stumbo but it succeeded in infu- 
riating just about everyone else 
on a wholly bipartisan basis. 

So we now have a posse of 
Democrats trying to run Fletcher 
out of town and two Republicans 
trying to deny the governor a sec- 
ond term. 

And another historic first: 
Fletcher’s own Ft. Gov. Steve 
Pence is denouncing him, trav- 
eling around the state endorsing 
Anne Northup in the Republican 
Primary and giving interviews 
that essentially call Fletcher a 
fraud and and abuser of power. 

The Northup campaign mes- 
sage with Pence’s help has 
ratcheted up from “Fletcher can’t 
win” to “Fletcher doesn’t deserve 
to win,” a substantial upgrade on 
the denunciation scale. 

We’ve had another first for a 
Kentucky gubernatorial cam- 
paign: Ancient Rome by way of 
William Shakespeare. A Fletcher 
spokesman called Ft. Gov. Steve 
Pence a “Brutus,” and Pence 



promptly shot back a reminder of 
Julius Caesar’s fate real and dra- 
matic. 

Whew... 

The drip... drip... dr ip Chinese 
water torture Kentucky Republi- 
can leaders tried on Fletcher last 
year to convince him not to seek 
a second term has turned into a 
Kentucky River flood to sweep 
him out of the Governor’s Man- 
sion overlooking the river. 

In contrast, the Democratic 
gubernatorial campaigns are a 
veritable Sunday afternoon 
lakeside barbecue. 

Except that is, the war of 
words between top state labor 
leaders and the Bruce Lunceford- 
Greg Stumbo slate. 

Fabor, of course, detests 
Fletcher for trying (albeit unsuc- 
cessfully) to enact right to work 
legislation and to repeal a pre- 
vailing wage law. Funceford’s 
labor sin is not so much that he 
dropped out of the 2003 Demo- 
crat primary (after spending $8 
million of his own money), but 
that he promptly endorsed 
Fletcher and worked in Fletcher’s 
transition after the November 
election. 

So we have the unusual situa- 
tion of organized labor deciding 
not which Democrat to endorse, 
but to work actively against a 
Democrat candidate early in the 
campaign. 

For his part, Stumbo stumbled 
badly when he then called two 
labor leaders and, according to 
the two, threatened retaliation 
against them. 

Stumbo denies making the 
threats, but his reputation for 
take-no- prisoners mountain poli- 
tics belies that denial. 

So, with two-and-a-half 
months of primary campaigning 
ahead, it’s bound only to get 
worse — and more entertaining 
for those of us who relish a good 
political brawl. 

The Republican Party schism 
can only widen as Fletcher and 
Northup flail away at one another 
— while Billy Harper quietly of- 
fers his services to GOP voters. 

And the Democrats’ Sunday 
barbecue is likely to turn into a 
full- fledged family fight as can- 
didates jockey at least to survive 
for a runoff. 

To steal a famous Bette Davis 
line, “Fasten our seatbelts. It’s 
going to be a bumpy ride” into 
the May primaries, folks.

By contacting legislators now 
about the 2008 budget we have 
the chance to something for Ken- 
tucky - invest in the future. We 
must develop the potential of our 
young people who are identified 
as gifted and talented; by fund- 
ing gifted education, students get 
educational opportunities prom- 
ised them. Ongoing professional 
development, comprehensive 
identification and appropriate de- 
livery of services are essential. 

Nationally Kentucky ranks 
47th in the number of scientists 
and engineers produced - 42nd 
in adaption to New Economy 
(2002). If we do not reverse this 
trend, how can we expect indus- 
tries seeking qualified talent 
pools and optimistic economic 
outlooks to invest in our Com- 
monwealth? 

Kentucky’s commitment to 
funding gifted education has not 
changed since 1987 ($22,400/ 
unit) while Teacher’s Rank II 
salaries have almost doubled 
($23,350 to $43,203). Most edu- 
cators have little professional de- 
velopment in meeting and iden- 
tifying unique learning needs of 
gifted students. 

Kentucky’s gifted children 
differ significantly from other 
students because their needs arise 
from their strengths, not deficien- 
cies. As we contribute to them 
now, they will contribute to a 
Kentucky that can rise in the state 
rank.

by Morgan County law officers 
can be entered into the system to 
help them determine the identi- 
ties of suspects, etc. Many times 
we can also pull up pictures and 
incident reports for people, and 
find vehicle matches.” 

Hensley said RMS also allows 
officers to share information with 
other agencies. 

“RMS is becoming a great in- 
vestigative tool for our officers,” 
Hensley said. “We can enter ad- 
ditional information from the 
state police, etc. into the soft- 
ware, which helps us develop a 
better intelligence base. The sys- 
tem is only as good as the infor- 
mation that goes in it, however. 
Our telecommunicators are cur- 
rently working overtime to enter 
data into the electronic records.” 
Six department vehicles are 
also equipped with the new Au- 
tomatic Vehicle Locator console, 
which assists officers in locating 
call scenes through GPS track- 
ing. 

“This is a tool that will ben- 
efit law enforcement officers and 
civilians alike,” Hensley said. 
“There is a laptop computer in 
each cruiser that will map routes 
for each call. Telecommunicators 
can also locate officers on com- 
puter screens at the department, 
which can also help officers find 
scenes more quickly.” 

All sheriff’s vehicles and four

ambulances will also utilize the 
GPS system. 

“The sheriff, his deputies and 
emergency personnel are some- 
times called to remote parts of the 
county,” Hensley said. “They 
may be unfamiliar with some ar- 
eas and need directions. This 
could be especially good for citi- 
zens who need an ambulance, as 
it will help the EMS staff - some 
of which are not from Morgan 
County - to better learn county 
routes.” 

The vehicle locator also in- 
cludes inter-departmental com- 
munications - which allow 
telecommunicators and officers 
to send and receive real-time 
messages from other agencies 
throughout the state - and a si- 
lent dispatch feature. 

“The silent dispatch technol-

ogy is a force multiplier,” 
Hensley said. “If the communi- 
cations office gets busy, 
telecommunicators can send call 
locations directly to officers 
through the vehicle locator so 
dispatch manage emergencies 
without interruption.” 

Communications Training Of- 
ficer Chris Ball said silent dis- 
patch eliminates cumbersome 
steps for telecommunicators. 

“When a call is sent through 
the vehicle locator, officers must 
push a button to acknowledge it,” 
Ball said. “This allows them to 
do their own dispatching and 
head directly to scenes. The in- 
formation is still there, but it can 
travel faster through silent dis- 
patch than it can over the police 
radio sometimes.” 

Hensley said RMS and the 
Automatic Vehicle Locator are 
crucial factors in protecting lo- 
cal communities. 

“I believe these systems will 
be a great plus for our citizens,” 
Hensley said. “We are learning 
to use them to best of our ability; 
we want everyone to benefit from 
this technology. The more tools 
we have the better we can serve 
our citizens and their neighbor- 
hoods.”

It’s hard to say why I did it. It 
could have been a spur of the mo- 
ment thing.

I’d just 
been out of the Army two years 
and was lookin for adventure, so 
I went out on the road with this 
company travelin from town to 
town with one little twist to the 
story. I never stayed in a motel or 
apartment. The company would 
park their backhoes and dump 
trucks at the job site and there 
would be big huge bundles of 
four-inch plastic pipe banded to- 
gether settin side by side in these 
open field. At night I would throw 
a piece of plywood across two 
bundles and I would “camp out” 
all week long right on the job site. 
After work I would take a bath in 
the river and as each week pro- 
gressed I grew accustomed to the 
temperature of the water. In fact, 
I took a bath in the river everyday 
from June till Thanksgiving. I re- 
member once in November wakin 
up to six inches of snow with no 
heat at all, just the blankets and 
quilts that I had on me. Believe it 
or not, the water temperature was 
warmer than the air, so I ran and 
jumped in the river to get warm. 

Anyway, back to the story. I 
was paid 25 cents extra on the 
hour to be the night watchman. I 
didn’t care. I didn’t even have a 
vehicle on the job, so I didn’t have 
anything to dive or anyplace to go, 
even though there was plenty of 
things to do at night. Most of the

Local UNITE chair, 
judge exec, at rally 
to support drug bills 



New legislation to target 
Internet pharmacies and 
online drug trafficking

Morgan County UNITE Coa- 
lition Chairperson Sharon Tharp, 
Judge Executive Tim Conley and 
concerned local citizens Carol 
Adkins, Alisha Collins and 
Patricia Cox attended a press con- 
ference in Frankfort on Wednes- 
day, Feb. 28, to support pending 
drug legislation regarding various 
substance abuse issues. 

Senate Bill 88, which was in- 
troduced at the rally, targets con- 
trolled substance acquisition 
through Internet pharmacies for 
illegal purposes, and would pro- 
hibit any person from obtaining 
drugs without having a valid 
practitioner-patient relationship . 
The bill would also deem posses- 
sion of falsified, altered or cre- 
ated medical records a felony. 

“Internet pharmacies are a 
growing problem in Eastern Ken- 
tucky,” Tharp said. “Addicts are 
getting prescription drugs from 
these pharmacies and overdosing 
on them. They are also using the 
Internet to ‘doctor shop’ for phy- 
sicians who will give them pre- 
scriptions for these drugs.” 

In addition, Kentucky phar- 
macies would be electronically 
connected through the Kentucky 
All Schedule Prescription Re- 
porting (KASPER) system, 
which records pseudoephedrine 
purchase data at the point of sale. 
Individuals who purchase from 
numerous sources will be imme- 
diately identified. 

Other legislation included: 

• Senate Bill 34 - a pre-trial 
drug diversion bill; 

• Senate Bill 67 - reduces DUI 
BAC .18 to .15; 

• Senate Bill 129 - regards 
hidden compartment/unclaimed 
property and money. 

Tharp said she hopes these 
bills will be catalysts for positive 
change in Eastern Kentucky and 
Morgan County. 

“If the people of this county 
want change they have to speak 
up,” Tharp said. “They must 
stand together and let people 
know what they want and don’t 
want in their communities. Sup- 
porting this legislation is a great 
way to make that statement.” 



Progress requires awareness, 
however. 

“Awareness is a top priority 
for UNITE in 2007,” Tharp said. 
“Many people do not realize or 
admit there is a drug problem in 
this area. We want to open minds 
and educate people on these is- 
sues so we can make our com- 
munities and neighborhoods safer 
for everyone.” 

Judge Conley said this can be 
accomplished through the coop- 
eration of local agencies and or- 
ganizations. 

“This drug problem didn’t 
happen overnight,” Conley said. 
“It can’t be solved overnight ei- 
ther; Rome wasn’t built in a day. 
However, if we all work together 
we can eliminate drugs from our 
communties. Progress is what 
cooperation is all about, and we 
hope to see more of it.”

Spring Calving Tips 



The spring calving season is 
in full swing now, so here are 
some management tips for 
spring-calving cows in March: 

Check cows at least twice 
daily and first-calf heifers more 
frequently than that. Be ready to 
assist those not making progress 
after 1 to 2 hours of hard labor. 
Chilled calves should be dried 
and warmed as soon as possible. 

See that each calf gets colos- 
trum within an hour of birth, or 
administer colostrum (or a com- 
mercial colostrum replacement) 
with an esophageal feeder. 

Disinfect naval cords of new- 
born calves soon after birth, es- 
pecially if they are born in con- 
finement. Don’t leave cows and 
calves in tight quarters for more 
than 1 or 2 days because it may 
lead to scours or respiratory prob- 
lems. Calves will stay healthier 
outside as long as they have a 
windbreak and a dry place to lie 
down. Maybe an open shed 
where they can get out of a cold 
rain. 

Calving areas should be as 
clean and as free of mud as pos- 
sible. Pastures which have good 



sod and are close to facilities work 
best. 

Identify calves with eartags 
and/or tattoos while calves are 
young and easy to handle and 
record birthdate and Dam ID. 
Commercial male calves should 
be castrated and implanted as 
soon as possible. Registered 
calves should be weighed in the 
first 24 hours. 

Separate cows that have calved 
and increase their feed . Energy 
supplementation to cows receiv- 
ing hay can be beneficial in pre- 
paring them for rebreeding. 
Supplement mature cows with 
about 3-4 pounds of an energy 
supplement (like grain) and twice 
that amount for first-calf heifers. 
Don’t let cows lose condition! 
They must be in good condition 
to conceive early in the upcom- 
ing breeding season. 

Watch for calf scours ! If scours 
become a problem, move cows 
which have not calved to a clean 
pasture. Be prepared to give flu- 
ids to scouring calves that become 
dehydrated. Consult your veteri- 
narian for advice and send fecal 
samples to diagnostic lab to de- 



termine which drug therapy will 
be most effective. Try to avoid 
feeding hay in excessively muddy 
areas to avoid contamination of 
the dams’ udders. 

Vaccinate calves for clostridial 
diseases (Blackleg, Malignant 
Edema) as soon as possible. You 
might choose to do this at the 
prebreeding working in late April 
or early May. 

Continue grass tetany preven- 
tion. Be sure that the mineral mix 
contains magnesium and that 
cows consume adequate amounts. 
You can feed the UK Beef IRM 
High Magnesium mineral. If you 
have had grass tetany, you can 
force-feed magnesium. This can 
be accomplished by mixing mag- 
nesium oxide (2 oz./hd/day) into 
the grain that you begin feeding 
at calving. 

Finalize plans for your breed- 
ing program. Purchase new bulls 
at least 30 days before the breed- 
ing season - demand perfor- 
mance records and check health 
history including immunizations. 
Use visual evaluation and ex- 
pected progeny differences 
(EPD’s) to select a bull that fits 
your program. Order semen now, 
if using artificial insemination. 

Obtain yearling measurements 
on bulls and heifers this month 
(weight, height, pelvic area, scro- 
tal circumference, ultrasound 
data, etc.) if needed for special 
sales. Heifers should reach their 
target weight (65% of mature 
weight) by the breeding season. 

Prepare bulls for the breeding 
season. Increase feed if necessary 
to have bulls in adequate condi- 
tion for breeding.

Widow’s law suit 
claims drug use 
rampant at mine 

The widow of a Kentucky coal 
miner who bled to death after his 
legs were severed in a mine acci- 
dent has filed a lawsuit claiming 
“that illicit drug activity was ram- 
pant, and even condoned, at the 
underground mine,” reports 
Deanna Lee-Sherman of the 
Harlan Daily Enterprise. 

Stella Morris of Cumberland 
is “pushing for tougher mine- 
safety legislation,” the Enterprise 
noted. Her suit says her husband, 
Bud Morris, could have survived 
with proper treatment from the 
emergency technician at the No. 
3 mine of H&D Mining Inc. on 
Dec. 30, 2005. The company is 
out of business, but the suit also 
names P&P Construction Inc., 
from which some H&D Mining 
received paychecks, and Black 
Mountain Resources LLC, which 
contracted with H&D for mining. 
“Illegal drug activity was so 
heavy the other firms “should 
have known” about it, Tony 
Oppegard, one of Morris’ attor- 
neys, told the Enterprise. 

Oppegard told Lee-Sherman, 
“We want to send a message to 
coal operators that you cannot 
knowingly allow drugs to be used 
in your mines and expect to es- 
cape liability if that causes an 
accident.” Normally, workers’ 
compensation laws insulate em- 
ployers from liability for acci- 
dents. 

In the federal investigation of 
the accident, Bud Morris and the 
driver of the coal hauler that hit 
him both tested positive for mari- 
juana and pain killers, but the 
Mine Safety and Health Admin- 
istration blamed the accident on 
a lack of visibility. “The agency 
also said that Morris’ recovery 
was complicated due to a lack of 
proper first aid,” the Enterprise 
noted.

The House of Representatives 
has approved a Senate bill that 
would raise the speed limit on 
some Kentucky interstates and 
parkways from 65 to 70 mph. 

The bill calls for a study to be 
conducted by the Kentucky 
Cabinet of Transportation on 
safety issues before any change 
would go into effect. 

Once the study is completed 
and the state and effected county 
governments agree, the higher 
speed would be allowed. 

The bill was not without 
opposition. 

Rep. Steve Riggs, D- 
Louisville, said raising the speed 
limit to 70 mph would lower fuel 
economy by 8.5 percent and state 
government should be looking for 
ways to lower gasoline 
consumption instead of raising it. 

For Rep. Derrick Graham, D- 
Frankfort, raising the speed limit

would reverse many of the safety 
improvements the legislature has 
recently enacted. 

“This sends a terrible 
message,” Graham said. “This is 
not a safety bill. It goes against 
every thing we have tried to 
accomplish.” 

Despite the objections, the bill 
was approved 69-27 and now 
goes back to Senate that must 
approve a minor change from the 
original version. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher has said he 
would approve the higher speed. 



Speaker of the House Jody 
Richards briefly stepped down 
from his post at the front of the 
House to promote a bill that 
would restore over $370 million 
in construction projects which 
were removed from the current 
state budget by Fletcher. 

Under House rules, Richards, 
D-Bowling Green, can’t argue in 
support of legislation while at his 
post. House Speaker Pro-Tern 
Larry Clark, D-Louisville, 
conducted the session while 
Richards spoke. 

House Bill 1 would revive 
funding for 43 projects, most of 
which are related to state colleges 
and universities. 

The projects had been 
approved during last year’s state 
budget negotiations but vetoed by 
Fletcher because of financial 
concerns. 

Because the state revenue 
surplus has come in higher than 
expected, Fletcher has said he 
would support bringing the 
projects back into the budget. 

The bill was approved 94-5 
and moves to the Senate for 
consideration. 



The House has approved a bill 
that would allow surviving 
spouses to sue over the loss of 
companionship. 

On Feb. 28, the proposal was 
approved 93-7 and moved on to 



the Senate for consideration. 

The bill’s sponsor, Rep. Rob 
Wilkey, D-Scottsville, said 
preventing survivors to seek 
monetary relief over the death of 
a loved one was “patently unfair.” 

Under current state law, 
spouses can seek monetary 
damages in a civil suit if a loved 
one is injured but unable to collect 
damages for loss of 
companionship if the victim is 
killed. 

Rep. Jim Gooch, D- 
Providence, said if the bill were 
approved, the main beneficiaries 
would be lawyers who clog the 
courts with civil litigation. 
Businesses would also suffer from 
the bill because there is no cap to 
the amount of damages a jury 
could assign, Gooch said. 

“This is the opposite direction 
that this body should be going in,” 
Gooch said. 

The bill would apply to any 
future or pending civil lawsuits, 
including those being brought by 
the families involved in the 
Comair flight 5191 crash in

One floor amendment, 
proposed by Rep. Joseph Fischer, 
R-Fort Thomas, would have 
limited the damages to $150,000. 

Rep. Kathy Stein, D- 
Lexington, who serves as 
chairwoman of the House 
Judiciary Committee, said 
limiting the amount of damages 
would be “cruel.” 

“How can you say we can put 
a price on your suffering and that 
price is $150,000,” Stein said. 

The proposed amendment was 
rejected on a vote of 34-59.

from 1974 to 1979, said Pence is 
not working for the benefit of 
Kentuckians and doesn’t deserve 
the benefits of his post. 

Pence will not run for re- 
election with Fletcher and has 
thrown his support behind former 
U.S. Rep.

Pence has said he did not agree 
with Fletcher’s decision to pardon 
everyone in connection with the 
merit-hiring scandal. 

Because Pence has distanced 
himself from Fletcher, Carroll said 
the lieutenant governor should 
resign his post and return any 
salary earned through his post since 
denouncing the governor’s actions. 

“There is no place in 
government for this kind of 
disloyalty while still being paid by 
the taxpayers of Kentucky,” Carroll 
said. “If (Pence) objects to the 
actions of the governor, he should 
resign.” 

Fletcher once requested Pence’s 
resignation but never received a 
reply. 

Pence said he was elected by the 
people of Kentucky to his post and 
plans on serving his complete term. 



The House unanimously 
approved a proposal aimed at 
making it safer for social workers 
to do their jobs. 

House Bill 362 - the Boni Bill 
- would create jobs for 76 new 
social workers and 33 support staff 
positions over the course of the 
next year and a half. 

The bill would also create 15 
visitation centers around the state 
where family visits could be more 
closely monitored. 

Social Services aide Boni 
Frederick, the bill’s namesake, was 
killed in October while conducting 
a visitation in Henderson. 

The bill’s sponsor, Rep. Tom 
Burch, D-Louisville, a long time 
advocate for increasing safety 
measures within the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services, said 
it is important for social workers, 
children and their families to feel 
safe. 

“This is the first real legislation 
we’ve offered for social workers in 
my career,” Burch said. 

The bill would use $2.5 million 
from state’s budget surplus and 
$2.3 million from the state’s Rainy 
Day Fund to cover the costs of the 
plan. 



An avid smoker? Have a 
habit of chewing ice?

• Drugs (methamphetamine)

- rampant tooth decay/blackened, 
stained and crumbling teeth.
